“Reality porn” misconstrues 
violent misogyny as mere smut 


satisfy a stranger. BangBus’s populari- 
ty led to other reality sites popping up 
overnight—like silicone implants. The 
throng of high-profile sexploitation 
offerings now includes web sites like 
BangBoat, BaitBus, BackroomFacials, 
XratedGangBang, and Trunked (‘It’s 
simple. Throw the bitch in the trunk. 
Tf she doesn’t like it, she can get out. 
Oh yeah. We're goin’ 55 mph...”). 

The guiding premise of these sites 
is that a woman must be coaxed into 
sex—but, once persuaded, she’s soon 
begging for it upside down and side- 
ways. “Under every skirt is a pussy 
that just wants to be fucked,” pro- 
claims BackseatBangers. Penetrability 
is simultaneously celebrated as a 
woman's most valuable quality and 
scored as evidence of her indelible 
sluttiness. In the end, she always gets 
her due, with most episodes culmi- 
nating ina facial (and not the spa 
treatment kind), and many topped off 
by the guy spitting on her face. After 
the besmeared, duped woman 
musters a grin for the camera—some- 
times, as on Trunked, with a sticker 
advertising the site plastered across 
her forehead—she is left stranded. 
While the money shot is the crown 
jewel of traditional hardcore pom— 
proving the action is genuine—teality 
porn derives its authenticity froma 
thorier crown: Someone has to be 
humiliated, and that humiliation has 
to look real.

Faux reality has become the norm 
in pop culture, with far-reaching 
implications: Surrounded by convine- 
ing fakery, perhaps we're so hungry 
for something genuine that we're 
willing to suspend disbelief, ingesting 
even sham authenticity to sate our 
voyeuristic appetites. Reality porn lets 
consumers rebel against the tired old 
porn setups—the pizza man and the 
bored housewife, the take-charge 
nurse and her helpless patient—while 
enjoying the supposedly genuine 
degradation of women. If violence 
and debasement are presented as 
real—“human behaviour brought to 
frightening lows,” as BangBus puts 
it—consumers can ignore their own 
complicity by believing they're mere- 
ly witnessing a spectacle rather than 
desire to believe that these scenarios 
are real rather than acted out is 
arguably more mi istic, a viewer 
ee zikto curiosity or disbelief. 
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FEELS CHILLIER ALREADY

Furthermore, the threat of criminal 
indecency charges is always hovering 
over humilitainment porn (one com- 
pany, Extreme Associates, is facing 
federal obscenity charges for distrib- 
uting its graphic, supposedly real rape 
and murder video over the Internet), 
revealing a double standard in public 
outcry over real violence against 
women versus media depictions of it.

If the last one’s a bit surprising, 
you haven’t seen Ray yet.

Beneath that construct, 
though, was a genius that invented 
an entirely new of music 
(gospel-R & B), but nearly destroyed 
himself with drugs and seriously 
humped around, fathering a child 
outside of his marriage. 

Taylor Hackford’s (An Officer and 
« Gentlemen, Chuck Berry Hail! Hail! 
Rock ‘n’ Roll!, The Devil's Advocate) 
biopic both humanizes Charles and 
proves why he should be put on a 
pedestal. Usually, just being a trou- 
bled genius is for an interest- 
ing biography flic, but Charles also 
had racial, reli , and physical 
barriers to overcome. There's plenty 
of compelling material to mine and 
the film never feels as long as its 152 
minutes, . 

It follows Charles from boyhood 
poverty to the peak of his career and 
through the valley of his 
life in the late ‘60s. It’s most interest- 
ing when it delves into the historical 
details of his life in the time, like his 
a eee on the “chitlin’ circuit” 
playing to unforgiving crowds at 
‘lancehalls, where if he didn’t make 
eee blanca ngles :

tious rhythm of Charles’ music drive 
the various studio, club, and concert 
hall sequences. Combined with 
Fox's dead-on portrayal (every- 
thing you've heard about him giving 
a career-making performance is 
true), including actually playing the 
piano, there's a carefree transcen- 
dent quality that makes you wanna 
walk out of the theatre after the film 
and into a record store stocked with 
the musician's back catalogue.

Glazer, this offers a 180-degree turn 
from the sarcastic, bullet-hail of talk 
from his feature film debut. Instead, 
we get an emotional question mark 
at the end of a long inquiry into the 
conundrum of love, loss, faith, and 
doubt. 

Nicole Kidman plays Anna, 
whose husband Sean dies suddenly 
during a run in Central Park. We 
learn this ina flashback, where we 
are also shown the birth of an infant. 
It's a set-up for 10 years later, when 
Anna is engaged to Joseph (Danny 
Huston) after a long pursuit and 
courtship. Ata dinner for Anna’s 
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mother Eleanor (Lauren Bacall), a 
small boy shows up and demands to 
see Anna. “I’m Sean,” he says. 

We are meant, from the opening 
scenes, to connect the dots. This boy 
is the reincarnation of Anna’s dead 
husband. Death = birth. But it’s 
ridiculous, isn’t it? Yes it is. But is it? 
In the end, this is not the real ques- 
tion, and the easy equation that 
we're led into is a cheap cop-out. 

The film spends way too much 
time setting up the plot twist, Plot 

ists are gimmicks anyway, and 

s they’re profound, they come 

»ppy and out of left field. 

It turns the narrative into a game. 
And this is no context in which we 
really want to second-guess the 
drama. The situation is really 
enough of a twist. How do you 
recover from a lost love? What 
greater puzzle is there? 

The saving grace is the acting—it 
takes something special to convinc- 
ingly show deep passion for the sou! 
of a man trapped in a nine-year-old’s 
body. Kidman, scrubbed of her 
Movie Star glamour in an unflatter- 
ing haircut and ina chilly Upper 
West Side milieu, proves herself to be 
a Very Important Actor. Her confu- 
sion, her desire—what do you make 
of your supposed husband having a 
good long swing in the playground? 
Her love for him is clearly not for the 
youngster’s body, but the boy merely 
gives her love an object to fécus on. 

And the young Sean shows signs 
of understanding the depth of adult 
love for the first time, at least through 
the eyes of an innocent. You can see it 
when he holds Anna’s hand with his 
own. See his gross, bitten-down little 
boy’s fingernails? This is no reincar- 
nation: it’s possession, and it’s creepy, 
though not in the way you might 
expect. “I’m not your stupid son any- 
more,” says y Sean to his work- 
ing-class mother, and a sadder moth- 
er there has never been.

IT’S BEEN A WEEK OF UPS AND DOWNS FOR 
Edmonton actor, director and play- 
wright Mieko Ouchi. She’s just finished 
playing Jocasta in a two and a half hour 
long play—“all in iambic pentameter, it 
was great!”"—at the University of 
Alberta, had her house broken into— 
“they ransacked the place. They tookall 
my jewellery, the laptop with the latest 
version of my new play The Blue Light 
saved on it’—and found out she’s the 
second Edmonton playwright in as 
many years to be short-listed for the 
Governor General’s Literary Award for 
Drama. “Marty Chan emailed me when 
he found out and asked if there was 
something in the water!” 

The nominated play is The Red Priest 
(Eight Ways to Say Goodbye), an 
account of the relationship between 
aging composer Antonio Vivaldi and the 
Countess he is hired to teach the violin 
to. Her mastery of the instrument will 
win him a huge wager, but in the 
process both student and teacher are 
transformed. The Red Priest has played 
in Regina's Globe Theatre, the Tarragon 
in Toronto, Workshop West here in 
Edmonton, and APT in Calgary. Ouchi 
has appeared in each of the produc- 
tions, except the Regina show, which

was directed by ex-Catalyst Theatre co- 
artistic director, Joey Trembley. 

“tt was great that he did a production, 
because The Red Priest began as Eight 
Ways to Say Goodbye at [Catalyst’s per- 
formance art event] 12 back in 1998. | 
think that's what makes the play differ- 
ent, it retains that performance art ele- 
ment. So much of that original piece is 
still there. | really wanted to turn it into a 
full-length play, and Ron Jenkins who 
was also in 12 told me he’d be willing to 
work on it with me. We premiered it at 
Springboards, so it’s been the founda- 
tion of a really wonderful professional 
relationship as well.” 

As to the GG, Ouchi says she’s 
extremely honoured, and that her par- 
ents can’t quite take it in. “My dad keeps 
saying ‘My daughter? That’s my daugh- 
ter?’ I'll only get to go to Ottawa if | 
actually win, but as my mum says, ‘Any 
excuse for a party,’ so whatever hap- 
pens there'll be a celebration. Vern 
Thiessen [winner of the 2003 GG for 
Drama for Einstein's Gift] says just to 
enjoy it and have fun.” 

In the meantime, says Ouchi, she’s 
busy directing Concrete Theatre's 
upcoming production of The Plum Tree.

Our culture is addicted to cheap 
oil, says Greene, director of The 
End of Suburb 


than you think, according to the film. 


“People ought to know that we're 
approaching a time of oil scarcity, 
and they don’t,” says Greene. 
“They’ve been hoodwinked... into 
believing that we're not going to be 
dealing with any scarcity issues until 
about 2020 or 2030.” 

Much of the film’s premise relies 
on the Hubbert Curve, a model 
developed by Dr. M. King Hubbert 
to track oil production. In essence, 
this bell curve suggests that at a cer- 
tain point the world will be produc- 
ing as much oil as it ever can, and 
then prices increase as the rate of oil 
extraction decreases. 

Greene says that “people have to 
decrease their dependency, simply 
because prices are going to go up. 
We're addicted to oil, and we don’t 
want to hear anything that would 


threaten our dependency... 
[increased production] is just going 
to postpone the day of reckoning.” 


NOW HE’S A BELIEVER 

For those of us a little weary of 
documentary makers who set out to 
prove their preconceived ideas, 
Greene’s account of how he became 
involved with the project is refresh- 
ing. When first approached by pro- 
ducer Barry Silverthorn, first to do 
the documentary, Greene says, “I 
thought he was kind of a conspiracy 
nut... | was very skeptical every step 
of the way, simply because I consider 
myself an educated person, and I 
hadn't heard anything about this... I 
became a believer, and a very wor- 
ried believer, kicking and screaming 
every step of the way. 

“T encourage anybody to be very 


skeptical when they hear about this 
and start reading about it, but do the 
reading... give this thing half an hour 
in your life.” 

Viewers might be curious as to 
why the documentary is set in the 
United States, especially since 
Greene is Toronto-based. He says 
that they were “trying to parody and 
deconstruct the American Dream. 

It’s become more about consumption 
and less about freedom from tyran-

degree here.” 
Perhaps Greene is being a bit gen- 
tainly for Albertans, the 
implications of diminishing oil 
extraction are significant. 


LOOKING FOR OIL, 
FINDING CATASTROPHE 
Globally significant, of course, is 

the war in Iraq. If it is about oil, then 
we consumers must take some 
responsibility for having created that 
demand. “The Bush administration 
understands that we're approaching 
a critical era where oil scarcity is 
going to be the rule of the day,” says 
Greene, “and 60 per cent of the cheap 
oil that’s left is in the Middle East. So 
the internal logic of that foreign poli- 
cy is to go and protect the wellheads 
and the pipelines, and the access to 
that oil... [foreign] governments 
understand that what the American 
administration has done is simply a 
military policy of access to oil, cheap 
oil. The problem with that, as this cri- 
sis grows, [is] that kind of military 
intervention flames the fires of 
nationalism and anti-American senti- 
ment, which can only be catastroph- 
ict 

The documentary briefly explores 
alternative fuel sources, but claims 
these cannot fully satisfy the current 
demand for oil and natural gas. 

The crew is working ona sequel, 
Escape from Suburbia, in which they'll 
take a more global look at issues of 
resource depletion, and offer more 
alternatives to our current consump- 
tion of fossil fuels. 

But for now, if you use oil or nat- 
ural gas in any form—and which of 
us doesn’t?—check out The End of 
Suburbia.

SONAGACHI IS THE LARGEST OF CALCUTTA’S 
infamous “pleasure” districts. When 
American photographer Zana Brinski first 
travelled there in1998, her purpose was to 
document the lives of the sex trade workers 
who lived and laboured within its squalid tene- 
ments. It was not long, however, before the 
story of the prastitutes was eclipsed by that of 
their young children. 

Bom into Brothels, records how the lives of 
a particular group of these children were 
indelibly altered by their relationship with 
Brinski 

The decision to provide point-and-shoot 
cameras and photography lessons to eight of 
the brothels’ mast'vulnerable and forsaken 
inhabitants had wide ranging consequences 
for both the protégés and their mentor. 

In the first half of the film, Bimski and co- 
director Ross Kaufman follow the children 
who use their simple cameras to document 
both the misery anctbeauty amidst the most 
relentless indigence. The focus of the film 
therrshifts as Brinski realises that the tremen- 
dous skill she perceives in the children has the 
potential to offer them a future beyond the 
brothels. Unfortunately, the exit strategy that 
she conceives—getting the children into 
boarding schools—s straightforward in nei- 
ther design nor execution. 

Brinski’s tireless advocacy for her students 
is portrayed with little sentimentality; indeed, 
one of the film’s greatest strengths is the 
paucity of political finger pointing and social 
moralizing. Bom into Brothels is the tale of an 
accidental tourist with a conscience and of her 
impact on a small group of talented but mar- 
ginalized people.

VELCROW RIPPER IS A BC-BASED FILMMAKER 
known best for his work in the sound depart- 
ments of some of Canada’s finest filmmakers, 
among them Atom Egoyan, Nettie Wild, and 
the makers of the gigantic hit documentary 
The. jon. 

His latest documentary is called Scared 
Sacred, born out of his five-year journey to 
the “ground zeroes” of the world: Bhopal, 
Cambodia's Killing Fields, Hiroshima, Bosnia, 
pcr ged Israel, and aera! At

Ripper reflects on his own feelings and 
thoughts during the course of his travels. And, 
as with similar films, one can't help but won- 
der why we need to know so much about the 
filmmaker when his interview subjects say So 
much more. The concept the film is sound, 
and by the end of the movie you'll have lots to 
ponder. But the intrusion of Ripper’s 
voiceover is annoying. “I question my jour- 
ney,” he says somewhere between Cambodia 
and Bosnia. Well, so do we. 

The personal video essay is a risky genre: 
because the subject is mediated by the “self,” 
the products of this methodology are often 
Qigantic artistic failures tacked onto a poorly 
researched documentary. All | can say is, if 
you're going to share your thoughts on video, 
they'd better be really profound. Or at least, 
your pictures better be pretty. 

In this case, the pictures are often quite 
pretty, though not pretty enough to carry 
Scared Sacred into the sublime. There are 
gestures toward it, though: bird motif makes 
itself apparent, and things only get better once 
Ripper’s camera (and car, and shoes) gets 
stolen. Clearly, this is another example of 
growth arising from tragedy, since the picture 
gets less cheap and video-y after Bosnia. 

But if he’s going to situate himself in the 
film, he should push some questions forward. 
Why is he so important? Why did he gloss 
over Auschwitz, Flanders Field, and the spot 
where Joan of Arc was executed? What is his 
pain? If humanity needs to be tom down in 
order to gain a greater strength and insight, 
where is his self-criticism? 

Scared Sacredis a start. Dig deeper.

IN THE TELEVISION WORLD, SPIN-OFFS 
are a common feature of the creative 
landscape. Benson, Fraser, Melrose 
Place and The Simpsons have been 
some of the most prodigious of this 
species. In the movie world, howev- 
er, spin-offs are rare creature, 
indeed. 

Even more exceptional—perhaps 
even unique—is the film/charity 
franchise. How often in the annals of 
history have both a documentary 
and registered non-profit organisa- 
tion been conceived from the same 
seed? 

Nevertheless, Born into Brothels 
(winner of the Documentary 
Audience Award at the 2004 
Sundance Festival) and Kids with 
Cameras came into being as a result 
of Anglo-American photographer 
Zana Briski’s work with sex work- 
ers of Calcutta’s Sonagachi district. 

For several years in the late 1990s, 
Briski travelled back and forth 
between New York and India, at 
times dossing in the same sordid 
bawdy houses of her subjects to 
more truthfully record the prosti- 
tutes’ lives. In the process, she came 
to know a group of the women’s 
children and assumed the role of 
photography mentor. 

She then suggested that a film 
version be made of what she was 
witnessing unfold. 

The response, from veteran docu- 
mentary editor Ross Kauffman, 
who was also Briski’s partner at the 
time, was far from overwhelming. 

“L actually said ‘no’ to Zana when 
she said ‘I think we should doa 
film together,” recalls Kauffman 
from his office in New York. “She 
really felt like the kids should be 
documented in some way in the 
classes. And I just said no; I didn’t 
want to be a poor film 


Notwithstanding his initial 
refusal, Briski was determined to 
persuade Kauffman of the project's 
necessity. Ultimately, he did not 
take much convincing. 

“To make a long story short,” 
explains Kauffman, “she bought 
two video cameras before she went 
to Calcutta on one of her subse- 
quent trips.” 

“She shot four video tapes when 
she got to Calcutta [and] sent them 
back to me for my critique. I 
watched them, and within the first 
10 minutes of the first tape, I sort of 
knew that I would be making a film 
of these kids.” 

According to Kauffman, who 
went on to co-direct, co-produce, 
and co-edit Born into Brothels (and 
who is currently a consultant with 
Kids with Cameras), the decision to 
relent and undertake the film was 
directly attributable to its marquee 
players. 

“The kids are so full of life and 
energy and joy; it was something 
that I didn’t really expect,” he says. 
“And they just really blew me 
away; they were tremendous in 
their spirit.” 

Over the next two and a half 
years, Kauffman and Briski record- 
ed 170 hours of tape. Their quest 
illustrates the transformative and 
restorative power of art in even the 
most grim and penurious of envi- 
ronments, against even the lowest 
of odds and repressive of bureau- 
cracies. 

Of course, filming the inhabitants 
of one of the largest red-light dis- 
tricts on the Sub-Continent posed a 
veritable hedgerow of thorny com- 
plications. 

“There [are] so many forces work- 
ing against you: from the brothel 
owners to the to the drug 







walk (“briskly”) down the street 
with their rolling cameras down by 
their sides, fully exposed to the with- 
ering countenance of Sonagachi’s 
many low-life proprietors. 

“It was really stupid to do that,” 
he notes in retrospect, “but we did it 
anyway because we knew it was 
necessary.” 

On one occasion, when the men- 
acing tone had reached a critical 
intensity, they were compelled to 
call upon the good will and charity 
of an unlikely friend. 

“Ata certain point we were walk- 
ing through the red-light ee and 
we just felt | the anxiety coming 
around us,” Kauffman ae - and 
all of a sudden I ran into a guy who 
was in the mafia; but we were 
friendly with him. And he says, ‘Oh 
Ross, how are you?’ and I just gave 
him a big hug and I said, ‘Can you 
walk us out of here?’ We were a little 
freaked out.” 

With the tag line of “empowering 
children through the art of photogra- 
phy,” Kids with Cameras was first 
conceived back in 2002. The organi- 
sation has already expanded its geo- 
graphic reach into Jerusalem, and 
has designs on both Haiti and Cairo, 
explains its executive director, Lina 
Srivastava. 

In addition, she says, over $85,000 
(USD) has been raised from the sale 
of prints by the original eight 
Calcutta photographers. These 
monies go directly to an education 
and maintenance fund for the artists. 

And although it has certainly ben- 
efited from the success pe Born in 
Brothels, according to Ka 
Kids with Cameras has Kem a 
life and purpose of its own.

WHAT REMAINS OF US IS A REMARK- 
able film, not only because it gives 
the viewer an inside glimpse into the 
lives and thoughts of Tibetans living 
under Chinese oceupation, but also 
because one of the filmmakers is a 
Tibetan-Canadian woman. Kalsang 
Dolma has traveled with filmmakers 
Francois Prevost and Hugo 
Latulippe to bring Tibetans a high- 
tech message of hope from the Dalai 
Lama, recorded on Mini DV. 
Speaking from her home in 
Montreal, Dolma is lively, thought- 
ful, and forthcoming—qualities that 





proved useful as she entered peo- 
ple’s homes with her tape deck, 
which amounted to a dangerous 
political act. Given her background, 
however, it is understandable why 
she took the risk. 

She explains that she was born in 
Southern India because “in 1959, 
when China took over Tibet, many 
Tibetans (including the Dalai Lama) 
escaped by walking over the 
Himalayas into India. 

“T came to Canada in 1986 with 
my father. It took me a couple years 
to get used to the culture here. I 
went to school but didn’t study any- 
thing very deeply. I was always 
interested in music, so a few years 
ago, I went back to India to study 
Tibetan traditional music in 
Dharamsala where the Dalai Lama 


lives in exile. After that, I still hadn’t 
finished my classes so I went back to 
Montreal where I met Francois 
Prevost and Hugo Latulippe, the 

two directors of What Remains of Us. 
slowly got involved in making the 
film, now it’s my full-time job. They 
got back from Tibet in 1996, and they 
were looking for a translator.” 

But Dolma’s role in the film grew 
from translating to being the mes- 
senger for the Dalai Lama himself! 

At first | was just the translator, 
but then me and Francois fell in love. 
That answers everything! I had 
never been to Tibet, and I was just 
amazed by these two young men. I 
had so many questions. Why Tibet? I 
wanted to know everything a young 
girl can imagine, as someone who 
had never been to her own country.

Thats 
how we built up those little grou;

WEARING AN ORDINARY COTTON SHIRT, HIS 
head wrapped with a cloth, a man spreads 
the fingers of one hand in front of his face. 
He's trying to shield his eyes from the glare 
of the acetylene torch he’s holding in his 
other hand as he cuts a massive metal 
beam—the one he’s sitting on. Set against 
the mammoth, cavernous hold of the ship 
he’s helping to dismantle, he looks all the 
more fragile. 

That's the central visual theme of 
Shipbreakers. slender, vulnerable, unpro- 
tected humans dwarfed by the monied 
world’s most gargantuan detritus. In Alang, 
India, the world’s largest ship-breaking yard, 
they wear street clothes as they clamber 
aboard discarded behemoths, which have 
been rammed up on the beach, and take 
them apart, risking falls, blindness, cancer, 
asbestosis, and more. Meanwhile, the local 
environment is turned into a open toxic 
wound. Why Alang, India? Because there 


ey 
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labour—and life, apparently—is cheap, and 
the work is relatively untroubled by regula- 
tions. Meanwhile, the region has become 
dependent on the downstream economic 
benefit. 

While it is sometimes slightly flawed 
technically (you can’t always quite see 
what's happening) and although its narra- 
tion occasionally tums purplish, 
Shipbreakers is in the main a visually arrest- 
ing and pointedly informative look at how 
we dump our inconvenices on those ill- 
placed to refuse them. (The endnote leaves 
rather murky the question of whether hope 
is on the horizon.)

but after seeing what UN Civilian Police offi- 
cers Debbie Doyle and Martine LeRoyer (of 
the Edmonton and Montreal police, respec- 
tively), it's embarrassing to think that in our 
otherwise orderly society police officers 
have to spend so much time babysitting 
petty criminals like jaywalkers, who will 
argue with cops and get all huffy and self- 
righteous when they know they should just 
cross at the lights. It's a waste, when there 
are places that could use some real policing, 
like East Timor. 

As depicted the NFB documentary 
Women on Patrol, Doyle and LeRoyer are 
assigned to duty in East Timor on a nine- 
month tour of duty in 2002. 

From 1974 until 1999, East Timor was 
under the violent and genocidal rule of the 
Indonesians. The officers’ first assignment 
is to work with the Vulnerable Persons Unit, 
which deals with domestic violence and sex- 
ual assault. Later, Doyle requests an assign- 
ment in dangerous rural East Timor, where 
she mentored the local police in investigato- 
ty procedures while she herself had to solve 
some murders while dealing with a bad case 
of worms. Two women, sent not only to 
keep the peace, but also to provide positive 
models for a nation that has known mostly 
bloodshed and might-is-right authoritarian- 
ism. 

Shot on video, it has the look, as most 
documentaries do these days, of quick, 
cheap, and easy—but when you're always 
moments away from being attacked, kid- 
napped, or bombed by Indonesian loyalists 
or Islamic extremists, it's probably for the 
best that cameras are kept as unobtrusive 
and as portable as possible. 

And those complaints are cosmetic com- 
pared to the stories that they come back 
with. “I'm more hurt than she is,” says 
Martine of one of her cases. “People here 
are just used to suffering.” Some people 
grow insensitive to suffering, but some 
grow more compassionate. And there are 
good cops; here are two of them

umentaries like Thirstis that problems with 
the production or trade of commodities are 
linked to capitalism and the complicated 
international politics of finance. 
The focus becomes divided. On one hand, 
many small details are offered about, in this 
case, how water is becoming “owned” by 
large corporations and how communities in 
India, Bolivia, and California have dealt with 
this crisis. But on the other hand, we hear 
about the looming spectre of free trade capi- 
talism that is the underlying cause of this 
problem to begin with: the rules of the game 
make it possible to privatize water, as odd 
as that may seem. Jumping back and forth 
between the Kyoto World Water Forum and 
an agricultural village in Rajasthan shows 
the vast distance between who's in charge 
(and let's fact it, it's “us” in the rich, devel- 
Oped countries) and the threat that a few 
people with a hole in the ground can be to 
those powers, If only we, who should be in 
a better position to oppose big business, 
could effect changes. But we can't, and it's 
too bad the film doesn't deal with that irony. 
Sandcastles is a nice companion to films 
like these because what it is trying to do is 
put the whole money question into a con- 
text. The Buddhism metaphor is interesting: 
global financial wealth is illusory. As long as 
you are aware of that, you won't be disap- 
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in the illusion; you can make use of it.” 

Unfortunately, the ideas zip by, presented 
by talking heads or accompanied by footage 
of stock tickers or nervous looking traders 
At half an hour, it’s not really thorough in 
the way an essay or outright lecture might 
be.

THE CONTEMPT OF FREE ENTERPRISE ENTHUS 
asts comes in many flavours, none more 
bitter than their disdain for government reg- 
ulators and regulations. Let businesses 
police themselves, they cry, no matter how 
often private enterprise finds itself on the 
wrong side of the law... or the place where 
their consciences should be. 

An absence of conscience helps explain 
the recent history of Libby, Montana, where 
the WR Grace Company let its employees 
mine vermiculite for decades. During that 
time, while the company reaped the benefits 
of being the world’s primary supplier of this 
ostensibly wonderful multipurpose stuff, it 
failed to tell its employees that vermiculite 
was giving them asbestosis. And at the 
point in the story where you expect and 
hope that some sort of justice will be done 
for the remaining men who speak softly 
because of their destroyed lungs, the con- 
gruent interests of business and politics 
(and the well-placed individuals who strad- 
dle both camps) snatch defeat from the 
jaws of victory time after time. 

While Libby, Montana's rough-hewn fee! 
certainly suits the rustic city of Libby, that 
same hand-made appearance and bucolic 
pace belies what proves to be a quietly 
savvy approach to'storytelling. 

Tragic, infuriating, edifying.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS ARE HUMAN RIGHTS, BUT THE 
sad reality is that in some places in the 
world, women are considered property or a 
commodity rather than people. Trading 
Womenand Asylum are a look beyond the 
stereotypes of Third World Women. 
Southeast Asia is well known to be a sex 
tourism destination, but the problem of traf- 
ficking women goes well beyond the high- 
profile bars and brothels that cater to for- 
eigners. Trading Women shatters the myth 
that girls are sold into brothels by 
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girls coerced or even kidnapped from their 
homes are assigned a price and forced to 
work off the imaginary debt, making as little 
as $2 an hour. 

But even “decent” girls are not safe 
when they are seen as a source of income. 
in Asylum, Ghanaian Baaba Andoh tracked 
down her estranged father in order to 
receive his blessing for her engagement, 
only to be told that she was to marry a 
wealthy older acquaintance of her father 
instead. In order to seal the deal, she was to 
undergo the traditional (and illegal) “female 
circumcision.” Unable to escape threats to 
her life in Ghana, she fled to the US, where 
she joined thousands of other women seek- 
ing asylum from the violence that awaits 
them at home. 

The prostitutes in Trading Women and 
Baaba Andoh are lucky to be alive. It is the 
ubiquity of their stories that is so shocking; 
these women are often young, bright, and 
modern, yet they're forced to take such 
desperate measures as leaving their fami- 
lies, faking identities, and fleeing to an 
unknown country. It seems unthinkable, 
but when you're poor and powerless, it's 
still unsafe to be awoman.

DESPITE ITS APOCALYPTIC TITLE, THIS DOCU- 
mentary has, at its heart, a message of 
hope: that by being informed about the 
imminent and inevitable rise in oil prices, 
normal citizens can prepare themselves and 
thus avoid the nasty shock that will happen 
when we run out of cheap oil. No more 
baguettes flown in daily from Paris, no 
more SUVs, no more suburbs, or “dormito- 
ries on cul-de-sacs” as one of the inter- 
viewed authors calls them. New 
Urbanism—consisting of planned commu- 
nities such as Terwilligar Town—will be the 
only urbanism, and suburbs will be slums 
of the future. The film does avoid being 
heavy-handed with its whimsical style and 
use of old footage to underscore the irony 
of the American dream and its promises. 
Interviews with experts from journalists to 
oil executives add authenticity, as well as a 
refreshingly non-partisan dimension. On 
the whole, the message is delivered persua- 
sively and fairly objectively.

charge of UN forces in Rwanda during the 
1994 genocide. Based in part on his book 
of the same name, Shake Hands with the 
Devil recounts his command during one of 
the worst atrocities in recent history 

Put in charge of a peacekeeping mission 
that was severely under supplied, under 
funded, and under manned, Dallaire, soon 
realized after arrival that a catastrophe was 
on the horizon when huge weapons caches 
intended for ethnic cleansing were located 
Met by indifference by the U.N., as well as a 
media obsessed over the 0.J. Simpson 
trial, the situation worsened, leading to 


mass evacuation of foreigners and much of 
the U.N. contingent. 

As the wholesale slaughter began, 
Dallaire opted to stay with his rag-tag crew 
and do what little they could. At the height 
of the crisis the beleaguered force and 
thousands of locals under their protection 
holed up at the U.N. compound under 
heavy shelling, with no medical supplies, 
and little water. Daillaire recounts the hor 
rors as he tours the country—including a 
memorial comprised of thousands of 
skulls—a decade later. More chilling, how- 
ever, is the footage taken during the crisis, 
which shows body-lined streets and 
machete murders 

Still haunted by the atrocity and 
incensed at the failure of the International 
Community, Dallaire doesn't shy away from 
stinging commentary on colonialism, 
racism, religion and indifference 

The only problem with Peter Raymont’s 
documentary is that it's missing key info on 
Dallaire—mainly the breakdown that even- 
tually caused him to leave his post, and 
what happened to him when he returned 
home (a suicide attempt is mentioned in 
passing). Although Shake Hands with the 
Devil is incomplete, it's a very well put 
together and important story of one of 
Canada's forgotten heroes.

A GROUP OF IRANIAN WOMEN HUDDLE ALONG A 
grey tiled corridor. Several others stand 
in front of small mirrors applying make- 
up, affixing their chadors, and smoking 
cigarettes. 

We are offered no introduction into 
this washroom of a Laleh Park women’s 
facility in Iran. Filmmaker Mahnaz Afzali 
(who also directed the documentary) gives 
no narration or structure, only asks ques- 
tions and engages in frank conversation? 

Sharing the corridors and stalls are 
mothers, daughters, sisters, and friends, 
young and old, speaking candidly about sex 
and abuse, prostitution, drugs, heartbreak, 
and domestic violence. The hand-held cam- 
era depicts the grime and grit of the place 
as it truly is, lit only by the icky glow of the 
facility's overhead fluorescents. You get the 
feeling this is a sanctuary of sorts, a space 
of temporary relief from the oppression 





these women describe—they are not fright- 
ened; there is laughter, joking and teasing 
This may sound like a group therapy ses- 
sion, but that couldn't be farther from the 
truth. These women speak directly and 
without pretense, most of them calm and 
level-headed. They are as used to talking 
about the extremes they describe as you 
would by a trip to the grocery store, 
unfazed by each other's candour. Afzali 
handles both shooting and questioning 
without emotional manipulation, judgement 
or, seemingly, any kind of agenda. 

The voices of the women are all that ring 
out from this ladies’ room, and the sound is 
left as is: with the resounding echo that 
only linoleum floors and porcelain tiled 
walls can give off. 

A straight-up shot of information, One 
Wedding takes us briefly through San 
Francisco mayor Gavin Newsom’s 
November 2003 decision to allow marriage 
licenses to gay and lesbian couples 

Narrated by Kate Kendall of the National 
Centre for Lesbian Rights, the film docu- 
ments the decision to ask pioneering les- 
bian couple Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon to 
be the first same-sex couple wed in San 
Francisco. The two had already been 
together for over 50 years and are champi- 
oned for their commitment to the move- 
ment for same-sex rights since the 1940s. 
They agreed, and the rushed ceremony that 
followed is as business-like as it is touch- 
ing—albeit briefly. 

The film comes to a premature end with 
a quick epilogue that tells of the 4037 
same-sex marriages conducted in the fol- 
lowing 29 days in San Francisco, before the 
Supreme Court of California ordered that no 
more marriage licenses would be given to 
gay couples. 

An awesome and inspiring story is wait- 
ing to be told here, but the brevity, com- 
bined with both the terrible soundtrack and 
the hideous font used for the onscreen text, 
leave the impression of a high school

IS THERE 
sugar in it? Do you know the bean and 
crystals came from? These two documen- 
taries attempt to convey the complexities 
that exist in the world trade of everyday 
goods, and the dependence both producers 
and consumers have on the product 
Starting in an Andorran grocery store, 
where the price of sugar continues to grow, 
Sugar explains how the interactions of the 
global market affect price, and how that 
market is friend to no one but those with 
the most money. Through interviews with 
international aid workers, producers, farm- 
ers, and their families, Sugar breaks down 
the complicated processes and effects of 
world trade, directly and informatively 
depicting the hard choices that are involved 
in world trade. In asking “Is global trade 
good or bad for nations?” Sugar manages 
to present both sides of the issue, without 
being overly sentimental. 

Victims of Cheap Coffee uses the recent 
fall in coffee prices to examine production 
and consumption of coffee, focusing on 
interviews with farmers and families in des- 
titute Nicaraguan villages and in the 
Vietnam countryside. While the interviews 
give a greater understanding of the impact 
of world trade, and internal economies, the 
film loses connection with the audience by 
dwelling on long interviews. Running at 
almost an hour, the film returns to the 
Nicaraguan farmers after already covering 
most of their story inthe first part of the 
film. 

Nevertheless, these two films compli- 
ment each insofar as Sugaraids our under- 
standing of the world market, while Victims 
brings the personal stories.

SIGH. SOMEBODY PLEASE MAKE IT 
stop... the coming to pass of worst- 
case Hollywood fright flicks and 
end-time conspiracy capers, that is. 
Sure, the world’s certainly been 
through some rough patches 
before—the Black Death, the 
Spanish Flu pandemic, World Wars 
[and Tl, not to mention the 50-odd- 
year threat of nuclear annihilation 
that marked the Cold War. 

And we (well, some), as a species, 





in our safe Canadian homes can 
surely endure four more years of 
Dubya—what's it to us? 

According to Gwynne Dyer—the 
noted military historian—quite a bit 
actually. 

Just don’t feel too glum—accord- 
ing to another historian, Ronald 
Wright (and, um, actually Dyer, too), 
had Kerry won... well, we'd still 
probably screwed. 

In his latest book, Future: Tense, 
Dyer treads some now fairly well- 
documented territory (too bad half 
the American electorate wasn’t pay- 
ing attention). He discusses how the 
US democratic process was hijacked 
by those fanatical ideologues known 
as the neo-cons in their bid to 
impose a global hegemony of US 
values—a veritable Pax 
Americana—on the world, with Iraq 
as their petri dish. The "War on 
Terror?" Bah, you know the story— 
Sept. 11 was exactly the kind of "cat- 
astrophic and catalyzing event’ they 
said, publicly, that they needed to 
launch their scheme when they 
penned Rebuilding America’s defenses: 
Strategy, Forces, and Resources for a 
New Century a full year before the 
terrorist attacks. Portentous timing, 
indeed. 

It's fascinating, chilling stuff, but 
another 9/11-Iraq-Al Qaeda myth 
debunking isn’t the key point of 
Future: Tense—although Dyer’s cool, 
distanced commentary and histori- 
cal contextualizing (the pre-colonial 
seeds of Muslim discontent, for 
instance), and bone-dry, acerbic wit

against the reign of George the 
Younger. Where Dyer does take on a 
threatening voice of his own—and it 
can be found on page one of chapter 
one—is his assertion that unless the 
US completely and immediately with- 
draws from Iraq —four years from 
now will be too late—the American 
economy risks collapse and global 
power structures, in the wake of an 
irreparably damaged UN, will revert 
to the kind of dangerous military 
alliance systems that pre-dated the 
first and second world wars. This 
time, of course, the stakes are much, 
much higher. ; 

Ronald Wright, on the other hand, 
takes a broader look at the precari- 
ous balance of the human condition: 
in addition to war, he cites famine, 
pestilence, disease, and climate 
change as concerns. He frames his 
look at societal peaks and valley’s 
around a question Paul Gauguin 
posed with his 1897 painting D’Oti 
Venons Nous? Que Sommes Nous? 
Oii Allons Nous? (Where do we 
come from? What are we? Where 
are we going?). Wright's answers, 
extricated from a summation of the 
historys of Sumer (ancient Iraq), 
Rome, Maya, and, of course 
America, come, more or less, to this: 
a) monkeys, b) monkeys, and c) hell 
in a handbasket. The history of 
human progress tends to be one of 
booms and busts, with ever dimin- 
ishing returns—from Cro- 
Magnon’s killing more than they 
could carry (thus wiping out their 
food supply) to weapons systems 
so efficient they can effectively wipe 
us all out.

the only nation guilty of threatening 
our collective well-being, given the 
very, very fresh wound just inflict- 
ed on the global psyche, it seems 
more than appropriate to cast a crit- 
ical eye on our neighbours to the 
South. 


In Future: Tense it’s suggested that 
the American public doesn’t 
respond well to issues of nuance 
and complexity; A Short History of 
Progress puts it another way, stat- 
ing that they are plagued by 
hope—Steinbeck is quoted as say- 
ing, "Socialism never took root in 
America because the exploited 
proletariat viewed themselves as 
temporarily embarrassed million- 
aires.” 

Given that counrty’s affluence 
and level of education, why is it 
that they seem incapable assessing 
the risks that they are creating? 
Dyer: Well... let’s start with the big 
question. The culture is enormously 
optimistic. Now I am not against 
optimism, in fact, by and large, lam 
an optimist about many things— 
sometimes in a contrarian way. But, 
there is a conviction that runs all the 
way through American culture: "this 
is the last best civilization, the city on 
the hill, we are destined to get it 
right." I kind of suspect it’s a 19th 
century phenomenon really; that’s 
when you get the actual deliberate, 
propagandistic inculcation of that 
attitude. [It was] adopted mainly 
because [they] had this desperately 
urgent task to Americanize waves of 
new immigrants 

That's when [they got] all the cur- 
rent paraphernalia of American 
nationalism: the singing of the nation- 
al anthem, the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag... the flag itself is a sort of a 
scared symbol. That's when that 
comes in. It’s clearly, partly a reli- 
gious phenomenon, but then we are

Wright: Exactly, the interior, whose 
education is poor, whose knowledge 
of the outside world is next to non- 
existent, whose access to media is 
worse than being curtailed...

no way of checking those stories. But 
worst of all is perhaps, is the grip of 
religious fundamentalism on 
American popular culture. A Gallup 
poll in 2001 showed that 45 per cent 
of Americans believe that the world 
was created more or less the way it i 
described in Genesis. So they're still 
back there fighting that battle agains: 
Darwin, which nobody else any- 
where in the world, except a few 
cranks, take sériously. So, I would sa, 
it’s an archaic society and it’s anomal- 
istic because it has this strain of reli- 
gious fanaticism which goes right 
back to those founding pilgrims—all 


_those religious groups that were 


kicked out of Europe because they 
were too much trouble. And so, at the 
popular culture level we're dealing 
with a very strange animal, this soci- 
ety, and it wouldn’t matter if it was 
sort of a'small country, or if it was iso- 
lated. But, because it’s now the most 
powerful country in the world, and 
because somehow they managed to 
reconcile this peculiar brand of 
Christianity with aggression and mil- 
itarism ona scale that hasn’t been 
seen since the Second World War, it’s 
a very serious matter for everybody 


Both of you take issue with the 
Religious Right. Just how big of a 
problem are they? 

Wright I call it an ideological patho! 
ogy. One of the cases in the past that | 
pointed at was the East Islanders who 
went on building those statues long 
enough after they didn’t have the 


really are behind them. I can’t believe 
those people are sincere 
Christians—maybe they think they 
are—but you know, the way that 
that is being exploited is an ideolog- 
ical pathology. They’re making use of 
messianic beliefs that you know: 
Christ will return when the battle of 
Armageddon takes place and that can 
only happen if the State of Israel 
exists, and so you get all these weird 
sort of counter productive policies in 
the Middle East coming from 
Washington in order to placate and 
please this fundamentalist electorate 
back home with these bizarre beliefs 
that come out of an ancient mytholo- 


gy: 
Dyer: They and their values have 
divided their culture. That’s where 
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a third of the Republican core vot- 
ers. One of the best numbers I know 
suggests that they’re between 13-16 

r cent of the American voting 
population, which is huge. 

It’s not so much that they make 
policy by having representatives in 
the White House, but they must 
never be alienated. And that is why 
|srael gets to be the tail that wags 
the dog for example in this adminis- 
tration, 

They are the Republican voter 
base, and none of them vote 
Democratic. They don’t split their 
votes at all. They all vote 
Republican. A Democratic 
President’s concern is the Jewish 
vote because, even in the last elec- 
tion, way over 70 per cent of 
American Jews voted Democratic. 

The Republican administration is 
not responding to Jewish voters, it’s 
responding to Christian voters 
when it shapes its Middle Eastern 
policies.

How about the media? How could 
they be so hoodwinked into this 
"war on terror’? These are educat- 
ed people. And how is it that sto- 
ries, such as the Pentagon’s disclo- 
sure that the world is facing cata- 
strophic climate change within our 
lifetime don’t even register? 
Dyer: Once societies grow beyond a 
certain size—I don’t know where 
you put the cut off, it’s probably 
around 200 million—they do 
become island universes in a sense. 
I noticed this when I first went to 
Brazil 20 years ago, and I realized 
after a week that basically, as far as 
the Brazilians are concerned, every- 
thing that could be interesting is 
being said or done right now in 
Portuguese by Brazilians: "We don’t 
need to look outside." 

It's sort of passing over the event 
horizon, because after that, outside 
matters very little. Americans are 
famously fascinated with them- 
selves; Canadians don’t find them- 
selves boring either, but we do 
notice the rest of the world because 
in fact we don’t take up the whole 
horizon. And in America that is 
very much the case. So the discus- 
sion can become detached from 
external much more easily in 
the US than in a country like 
Canada , Belgium or Thailand. 

And, that’s what you notice so 
much about the discussion in the 
US politically, socially, and other 
ways as The rest of the world 
isn’t there. Other people's experi- 
ence, other people's reality isn’t 
present. Here is a comparison: 
When a bunch of Canadian 
Para-troopers: in Somalia kill a 
Somalian kid, who was trying to 
steal something, this country went 
into almost a year of internal con- 
vulsions about it. We ended up 


disbanding thed -troop regi- 











screaming so loudly that the 
media... I think you see it in 
Canada—the media feel pressure 
to actually give more space to 
what used to be quite extreme 
right wing positions than they 
used to. You know, the right wing 
in the States is calling CNN the — 
“Communist News Network. 
[Laughs] They are so strident and 
so loud and so extreme that some * 


of these middle-of-the-road net- & Ww 


works are feeling the pressure, 
and are sort of curtailing to this 
stuff, which is very unfortu- 
nate. Of course, many of them 
can get things like the BBC 
World news, some of them 
may even be able to get 
Middle Eastern 
channels, — —— 
to find | 
other 
sources of 
informa- 
tion.

Dyer: [Military,] that’s the biggest 
one. That’s what scares me. The 
rest is just froth. If the conse- 
quence of all this is that we end up 
heading into the middle 21st cen- 
tury with the climate collapsing 
and new great powers coming up 
and we don’t have a new multilat- 
eral system anymore, [then] | 
think we're in deep trouble. It 
won't kill me. It will kill my daugh- 
ters. 
Give the rest of the world credit. 
What we're in at the moment is this 
bizarre, obviously temporary situa- 
tion. I ps it’s going to be immedi- 
ately folded up and not come toa 
consequence that we can’t undo. 
With the other great powers on the 
planet, not counting the British who 
are in the Americans at the 
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power. They want 
the old US back. Which wasn’t 

\ wonderful, but was a whole lot 
| More appropriate as a partner. 
| And so they’re not confronting 
| the Americans. 

| There is huge patience else- 
\ where in the world. It’s 
unrecognized, but there is. 
The Russians, the Chinese, 

| the Germans, the French, 

\ they all know where they 

| might have to go, but they 
don’t want to go there, and 
| they’re not going there 


unless they must. 

| Wright: Well, the eco- 

| nomic of course always 

| flows from the environ- 
~~ ment, and the idea that 
looking after the environment is a 
luxury that depends on the health of 
the economy is the received opinion 
on the right and in the business 
world. You can only have a healthy 
economy when you have a healthy 
environment; you know? We have 
been spending down the capital in 
the environment, and we're getting 
to the point where we've brought it 
down past its powers to recover, and 
that’s when it will hit us. 

But, what do I think will hit us 
first? Well, I think if climate disrup- 
tion continues to worsen, as it has 
over the past 10 years, if that trend 
continues, which I think is likely, 
sooner or later you're going to get 
severe crop failure in several of the 
worlds bread basket areas, and I 
mentioned this in the book, | cited a 
report in the Globe, that shows world 
reserves of grain have been falling 
steadily for the past eight years. If we 
get major crop failure on our prairies, 
the great plains, places like Argentina 
and Australia, enough of those fol- 
lowing one after the other... that is 
going to cause world famine in 
many areas. Probably not in for rich, 
because the rich will be able to buy 
the stocks that remain, but it will 
cause world famine, and that will be 
very destabilizing, That is one thing I 
worry about, as being a fairly imme-

Regional press allows western voices to develop and be heard 


MANY YEARS AGO THERE WAS A 
movement across Western Canada 
to form a number of small, coopera- 
tive, not-for-profit publishing houses 
to ensure that western literary voices 
were being heard. Edmonton's own 
NeWest Press was one of those 
houses. Formed 28 years ago, it’s still 
in business, still publishes drama 
and poetry, has an “author-friendly 
board and editors,” and still places a 


high priority on “bringing new 
authors to the marketplace.” “Tt can 
do this,” says general manager Ruth 
Linka, “because it’s not motivated 
strictly by the bottom line, though it 
still needs to be viable.” 

Linka worked up through the 
ranks, another advantage of a small 
press, she says. She was taking 
English at the University of Regina 
when she got a job at Coteau Books 


in Moose Jaw. First she was office 
assistant, later production manager, 
then art director for Raincoast Books. 
With all this experience behind her, 
it’s no surprise she eventually 
“wanted to be more heavily 
involved with the whole process.” 
When the opportunity came to take 
over as general manager for 
NeWest, she was impressed by the 
press’s “dedication to books and 


authors.” She took over in January of 
2000. 

Asked about the company’s man- 
date, Linka first mentions its 
“regional and literary focus,” which 
distinguishes it from houses that 
focus on pictorial histories, guide- 
books, or educational material. 
NeWest publishes some genre and 
general interest titles as well, myster- 
ies for instance. When a new mys- 
tery comes out, the strategy is to pro- 
mote the backlist mysteries as well. 
In the face of a publishing industry 
that sometimes appears to have a 
short memory and is vulnerable to 
monopolies, this idea seems very 
humane. 

This fall, NeWest takes another 
educated risk by offering a pre-elec- 
tion special priced below the market 
standard. It’s a new title by Mark 
Lisac, author of The Klein Revolution 
and former provincial affairs writer 
for The Edmonton Journal. Linka 
admits that this is a bit of an experi- 
ment, and timing is everything. 
While she wants the book accessible 
to as many readers as possible, she 
doesn’t want to undervalue Lisac’s 
work. 

Another advantage of a small 
publishing house is that market 
strategies can be custom designed to 
fit each book, yet NeWest has dis- 
tributors in the United States, 
Britain, and English-speaking 
Europe. Linka also tries to stay 
abreast of literary trends, such as the 
“Chick Lit” coming out of Britain in 





the wake of Bridget Jones’ Diary. 

Nurturing new writers is still one 
of NeWest’s trademarks, though it 
isn’t alone in this. “There is a certain 
cachet,” says Linka, in having a new 
authors series. NeWest's contribu- 
tion is the Nunatak First Fiction 
series. There's also the Prairie Place 
series and the Writers Critics Series 
Each season, however, aims to offer 
a balance of books in a mix of these 
areas. 

Having a mandate, marketing 
strategy, and special lines would be 
of no value, however, without a 
board of committed editors to make 
the choices and work with the 
authors. There are 15 members of 
the board, though a few of them 
aren’t editors. Three members must 
agree that a specific manuscript suit 
their mandate and has sufficient 
merit for publication, and be willing 
to go to bat forit. This is how the 
company maintains its standards, 
says Ruth. The whole board then 
discusses the book, considering tim- 
ing and marketing, and one of the 
editors agrees to work with the 
author. The overall goal of this 
process, says Ruth, is to “balance 
professionalism with openness.” 

Finally, Linka repeats her focus or 
“pringing books to market and get- 
ting them into people's hands,” 
using whatever strategies are appro- 
priate. After all, the board is respon- 
sible not just to itself but also to 
authors and to the public.

‘NEWEST AUTHORS 
TALK ABOUT COMPULSION 
MOST CANADIAN WRITERS ADMIT THEIRS IS A 
precarious, often discouraging exis- 
tence. What is it that compels them? 
Are there things they have in common? 
Margie Taylor has written since she 
was eight years old. (Albertans will 
“know her as a former host of CBC’s 
Wild Rose Country.) She has also writ- 
ten for the Calgary Herald and The 
Globe and Mail, and her 1997 novel, 
Some of Skippy's Blues, won the 
Writers’ Guild of Alberta Georges 
Bugnet Award for Fiction. Having a pub- 
lic persona didn help her get pub- 
lished, she says. “What helps is being a 
little bit savvy about who to approach.” 

A friend's death inspired her most 
recent novel, Displaced Persons. “| was 
the typical oldest child, did all the right 
things... For the brief time we were 
friends, | was given permission to be 
the bad girl... because she was so out 
there. [| was] living in Vancouver when 
| heard she died. | began dreaming 
about her. [There was a need] to exor- 
cise her.” 

Her friend’s apparent suicide was 
wholly out of character, but when 
Taylor went home to Thunder Bay, the 
“unsolved murder capital of Canada,” 
no one would talk to her. Instead of 
solving the mystery, she wrote a novel. 
Like her protagonist, Alex Cooper, she 
learned a lot about herself and is no 
longer haunted by the troubled Tina van 
Buren. 

Edmonton-born Deanna Kent- 
McDonald and Calgary's Garry Ryan 
aren't giving up their day jobs just yet. 
Both are teachers launching their first 
novels. Kent-McDonald’s West Wind, 
North Chatter is part of NeWest’s 
Nunatak First Fiction Series, and Ryan 
sees Queen's Park: A Detective Lane 
Mystery as only the first of a series. 
He's already sent NeWest a draft of his. 
second and is planning his third. 

All three writers are good ambas- 
sadors for their books, though Ryan 
protests: “I’m an introvert.” His philoso- 
phy is, “This is what I’m going to write 
and to hell with it... Only things that are 


worth writing are worth going through 
that [the self revelation].” 

Like Taylor, Kent-McDonald and 
Ryan put the world they know in their 
writing. The former's novel is set in 
Grande Prairie, where she lives with her 
husband and sons, though the story’s 
trendy coffee shop/Internet cafe is 
invented. Her novel, like Taylor's, is 
about belonging. 

“I've always been drawn to smaller 
communities, a more rural existence, 
but concerned that | might not fit in 
there,” says Kent-McDonald. The char- 
acters in her book struggle to make 
connections, often through the 
anonymity of the Internet. “[You] do 
draw from people you know, people 
you watch,” she says. “Everything is 
connected, like branches on a tree.” 
Though her neighbours don't always 
know how to take her, her six-year-old 
son takes fame in stride. When she 
offered to come for Show and Tell at his 
school, he demurred. “Can | take my 
pirate sword?”, was his counter-offer. 

Garry Ryan agrees. “It’s Mr. Ryan in 
bookstores,” he says. “But family keeps 
you in your place.” His Calgary setting 
is recognizable, while his holistic 
description of the writing process 
resembles Kent-McDonald's. He says, 
“A whole bunch of pieces come togeth- 
er. If you get something in the wrong 
place, it doesn’t work.” And yet, he’s 
discovered you can't exert total control 
over a story. “It’s got its own life,” he 
says. 
For “a people watcher,” Ryan comes 
up with characters you don't see every- 
day—a life-sized love doll anyone? He 
doesn't worry about being “slotted” by 
genre fiction. “I’m just glad they're read- 
ing,” he says. 

Margie Taylor also admits you can't 
be too rigid. Writing a story based on 
true incidents has its own challenges. 
Her editor, Lynn van Luven, suggested 
she “not let the facts get in the way of 
the story.” Where do her books start? 
“With character,” she says. “I wish it 
was plot. With this one at least | knew 
the end.” 


AT NEWEST THIS FALL: 





Displaced Persons—Margie Taylor 
(NeWest Press, 2004); 214 pp/$19.95 
It's no great surprise Margie Taylor’s 
Displaced Persons is about the need to 
belong, since the title refers to a label that 
came into common use after World War 
||, referring to those who were homeless 
because of war and disaster. Many came 
to Canada hoping for a new start and 
found themselves eking out survival from 
the bottom of the economic and social 
heap. 

Though several characters in Taylor's 
new novel are first generation Canadians 
fighting poverty and discrimination, it’s 
the legacy they leave that matters. They're 
not the only ones searching for a place 
that's home. And Taylor's the first to point 
out autobiographical elements in her nar- 
ative. In fact, she went home to chal- 
lenge the suicide verdict after a free-spirit- 
ed girlhood crony apparently shot herself 
ina lonely, lakeshore cabin outside of 
Thunder Bay, Ontario, where they both 
grew up. 

Instead, she wrote a novel that is com- 
Pelling in its honesty as it tackles some 
tough relationships, admits the mysteries 
of the human heart, and exposes a broad- 
er understanding of homelessness. 


Queen's Park: A Detective Lane 
Mystery—Garry Ryan (NeWest Press); 
214 pp/ $10.95 

Garry Ryan claims he got noticed by 
NeWest because he, “Just kept sending 
them the same manuscript.” Not only is 
Ryan persistent, he’s ambitious. He's 
aiming at a detective series, and he may 
well manage it, though there are some 
rough edges at the moment. 

This book plays with several different 
themes as it attempts to give us some- 
thing for everyone. We have a new-age, 
sensitive detective; a celebration of famil- 


ial loyalty and an expose on dysfunctional 


families (some we like; some we don't); 
some coming out of the closet (whether 


it's to honour a gay life-style or to cohabi- 


tate with a life-sized sex doll); there’s 
pathos and humour and something 
approaching slapstick, even a celebration 
of Calgary place names. 

The problem is that it's hard for the 
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reader to know what to care about. Does 
Ryan himself care, or is he just having a 
lark? In spite of some bizarre behaviour 
all round, it’s also a bit too easy to tell the 
good guys from the bad guys. Guessing 
the outcome makes the ending far too 
En out. ie own comment that

Sometimes a first novel is as awkward 
and full-of-potential as an adolescent 
child. The idea is clever, but not quite 
realized, as if it hasn't quite grown into its 
skin.

Like the oddities of the 
adolescent, however, stylistic awkward-

and Anderson has chosen to include 
as many as he can, not only in 
English translation but in Spanish as 
well, because they are beautiful, 
because they please the eye and role 
off the tongue.

Japan...” and within a couple of

Its not that Anderson is inca- 
pable of giving a short answer. 
Rather, he seems aware as he 
talks about the 17th Century 
Mexican poet Sor Juana Inés de la 
Cruz, the subject of and inspira- 
tion for his almost 1400-page first 
novel, that her context is very 
much part of who she is. 

[f she hadn’t been a woman, if 
she hadn’t been brilliant; if she 
hadn’t been beautiful; if she 
hadn't been a poet; if she hadn’t 
lived when she did; if she hadn’t 
been the youngest daughter of an 
independent woman who never 
married; if she hadn’t been a pre- 
cocious child growing up in the 
shadow of two volcanoes; if she 
hadn’t come to maturity and lived 
most of her short life in the shadow 
of the Inquisition; if she hadn’t 
become a nun; if she hadn't been 
intimately involved with politics; if 
she hadn't lived and died with pas- 
sion and courage... But she was all 
these things, astounded the leaders 
and intellectuals of her time, and is 
still a legend not only in her home- 
land but in the Spanish-speaking 
world, 

“Once you hear her name,” says 
Anderson, “you hear it every- 
where.” 

The same may be said of her 
words. Once you become aware of * 
them, you read them everywhere, 
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This story of “a young woman who 
wouldn’t succumb to anything” 
could be part of that. After all, Sor 
Juana had “hungered” for every- 
thing: for a life of the mind, for per- 
sonal freedom, for love and friend- 
ship, for belonging, for God. Then 
Anderson began to see the possibili- 
ty of something much more compre- 
hensive. This jewel of the Baroque 
period couldn't just be contained. 

“1 realized I had found one of 
those characters that becomes 
emblematic,” says Anderson. 
“When I had a glimpse of what this 
book could be, I had a choice. And | 
decided I didn’t have anything better 
todo.” 

When he made the decision to 
tackle what he saw as an enormous 
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project, he was conscious of both 
exhilaration and dread: “Nothing 
[gave] me any sense that I [could] do 
this, so | began to build ona sense of 
failure, to work on [the idea of] 
noble failure.” 

Free-fall writers will understand 
the concept of turning off the inter- 
nal editor and simply writing the 
ideas as they come, without looking 
back, without changing anything, 
Anderson embarked on a free-fall 
exercise for six months. He wrote 
his fears and he wrote about what 
he wanted to do, and at the end of 
the time he found he was doing it. 

There was more to it of course. 
The project has taken twelve 
years to complete. Somewhat to 
his surprise, when he took the 
first 1000 pages to Random House 
Canada publisher Anne Collins, 
she didn’t ask him to cut it in half, 
she asked him for more. The reac- 
tion he’s been getting from read- 
ers, editors, and reviewers hasn’t 
been quite as positive, though he 
says, “The reviews are not as bad 
as | feared.” He uses the word 
“grudging.” 

Anderson thinks we limit our- 
selves when we have too strict a 
notion of what a novel should be. 
“I'm struck by how convention- 
bound this art form is,” he says. 
“We should set ourselves goals that 
no one else dares to imagine.” 

At the same time, he hedges the 
interviewer's inevitable last ques- 
tion: “What next?” On the one hand 
he’s tired and “feeling the passage of 
time.” On the other hand, he’s sad 
that there will come a time when 
“the conversation with Hunger’s 
Brides” will be over. The first step, he 
says, is to work on wanting to start 
the next project. He cannot imagine 
writing another kind of book, but 
wonders if he wants to commit 
another twelve years. 

But these are concerns for the 
future. | suspect that the “conversa- 
tion” with Hunger’s Brides will go on 
for some time yet.

Just Enough Liebling—Warner &

You can thank A.J. Liebling for our mod- 
ern age of journalism, for the blend of art 
and news. One of the first great New 
Yorker writers, he remains highly 
respected, as shown by David Remnick 
in his Introduction to the book. Liebling 
writes of New Orleans restaurants and 
mid-town Manhattan, of Normandy 
beaches and boxing gyms in New York.

Mobsters and Rumrunners of 
Canada—Gord Steinke (Lone Pine) 
Yes, our own Gord Steinke has written a 
collection of true stories, depicting the 
time in the 1920s when US prohibition 
laws created an ideal climate for busi- 
ness between shrewd Canadians and 
American gangsters. Steinke includes 
descriptions of the tunnels beneath the 
streets of Moose Jaw, where Al 
Capone's Canadian partner, Diamond 
Jim Grady, stashed booze and cash.

de Kooning—Stevens & Swan (Knopf) 
The first major biography of de 
Kooning's life, this book was ten years in

ments. A key fig- 
ure in abstract 
expressionism, 
Willem de 
Kooning over- 
came a tumul- 
tuous early life to 
eventually 
become an 
American icon, befriending Jackson 
Pollock and Frank O'Hara. The biography 








tells how his work continues to inspire 
many contemporary artists. 

What's Hot—Andy Warhol (Chronicle) 
Warhol's personal and sensual images of 
men are collected for the first time in this 
illustrated book, full of mostly nude 
paintings, drawings, silkscreens, 
Polaroid studies, and fine art pho- 
tographs. Laced with Warhol's witty and 
amusing observations on love, the book 
celebrates male beauty with a giddy 
devotion. A foreword by Alan Cumming 
provides context with a discussion of art 
and desire. 


Cooking School Holidays in the World's 
Most Exceptional Places—Muir 
(Abbeville Press) 

Twenty-five cooking schools from 
around the world are included in this 
illustrated vacation guide.

FOR A GUY WHO GOES BY “TORQ’,” 
Stars singer Torquil Campell isn’t 
exactly a raw power kinda fella. But 
it's a highly articulated lack of 
aggression that’s pushed he and 
band mates Evan Cranley, Amy 
Millan, Pat McGee, and Chris 
segilman to the forefront of what the 
media has embraced as Canada’s 
New Romantic movement, along 
with Montreal/Toronto groups like 
Broken Social Scene, The Hidden

The soft-but-well-spoken lyricist 
and sometimes actor (his credits 
include Law & Order and Sex in the 
City) believes that such lush, poetic 
indie-style pop amounts to a “Soft 
Revolution.” It’s the theme of the 
band’s new album Set Yourself on 
Fire, the follow-up to 2003's critically

Explain the “Soft Revolution.”

thinking about it. I was too mired 
in business shit around music with 
Sona and Turbo. I just hit a point 
where I was bored, so when I did 
the Mixed Emotions D] set, that basi- 
cally showed who I was. Once I 
started to produce, so many years 
of ideas from reading about music, 
enjoying music, listening to other 
people's music just came out. I'd 
been a musical sponge for so long. 
Then with a bit of luck and good 
timing, my production career start- 
ed to take off with the revision of 
“Sunglasses at Night.” 


What was it like for you when you 
first heard tracks of the mid-late 
1990s electro revival? 

It happened in a strange way. I'd 
always been into techno. I was into 
harder, dance floor techno but get- 
ting bored of it, and | was getting 
into the unplayable stuff and b- 
sides—labels like Disko B. My first 
reaction was enjoying these records 
that weren't DJ records, well not 
yet. Then a huge turning point was 
“Hand to Phone” by Adult. It was 
everything about techno that I 
loved with the dance floor drive, 
but it brought back everything 
else—the darkness, the sounds, the 
character. 

But, I don’t think about details 
too much because music, when you 
love it, is perfect. The minimal stuff 
just missed something, It’s, like, 
what I loved about techno is that it 
was like industrial but without the 
cheesy vocals. It was amazing to 
find music that I loved again. It 
came along at a great time and 
meant so much. 


What do you think of the backlash 


Fischerspooner. The legacy is the 
re-introduction of pop sensibilities 
into electronic music. And you hear 
it in everybody from Luomo to 
Akufen to all the crazy little labels 


in Germany. I love minimal, hard 
techno, and I have thousands of 
those records.

How’s it felt to finally get some 
dates in Canada? 

Like many Canadians, I’m subtly 
patriotic and would love a circuit in 
Canada, but it’s such a huge place. 

I can fly direct from Montreal to 
Amsterdam or London in five, five- 
and-a-half hours, and once you're 
in Europe the flights are direct and 
cheap to anywhere. Things move 
so quickly. At home, Air Canada 
are rip-off artists and flight dis- 
tances are really long. So, it’s actu- 
ally much harder to tour Canada 
than Europe. Festival ideas like 
MUTEK are a good start as you can 
concentrate talent, and it’d be great 
to see more of those around 
Canada. And, I'd like to do a Turbo 
Canadian tour next year where a 
bunch of us would do ten dates in 
two weeks, or something like that. 


I think the best thing about the 
electro revolution is that it shows 
that it’s okay to have fun in techno 
again. 

I think it’s more than okay. It’s kind 
of a guiding principle of mine to 
have fun with music. Every record 
on Turbo has been fun, and I only 
spin what I like. It’s like when peo- 
ple hear something on the radio 
and they like it. The “fun” theory 
also becomes important as you get 
older and real life hands you other 
problems. Music is a gift, and it 
should be enjoyed but not taken 
too seriously. I make a living from 
music, and I think anybody who 
makes a living from any part of the 
music industry should shut up 
about the crap and just have fun 
with it because we are all very 
lucky.

IT’S DEJA VU ALL OVER AGAIN, AS YOGI 
Berra liked to say. Here’s the setup: a 
weekend morning interview with 
Forbidden Dimension’s Tom Bagley 
(AKA Jackson Phibes) gets off to a 
hectic start as he deals with a pair of 
rambunctious kids. 

“Hey guys, keep it down,” growls 
Bagley. Back on the phone: “You can 
put that in the interview. [Again, off 
the phone.] “Hey, go do something 
real quiet ‘til I’m done. [Back on 
phone.] ‘Kay, I’m gonna go down- 
stairs.” 

Okay. Sounds like somebody's 
having a slight tantrum over at the 
Bagley household. 

“Someone's being a buttnik,” he 
agrees. 

This old punk rocker beat is get- 
ting surreal; for the second time in 
two weeks an interview has started 
with a veteran musician admonish- 
ing his children. First Joe Keithley of 
DOA, now Bagley: just what the hell 
is going on here? 

Bagley cackles at the recounted 
story: “Did [Keithley] use his punk 
rock voice while doing it?”

“We're a couple as well, and at the

‘Cause, we just 
want to have separate parts to our lives 
but we just gave up when we couldn't 
find anyone else to do it.” 

The duo aren't interested in the kind of 
constant touring that eventually wore out 
Radio Berlin 

“| don't have any delusions of becom- 
ing a rock star or anything,” avers 
Duckworth. “I just do it because | like it 
and if | can get out and play, that's awe- 
some. But with Primes, | know that we 
wouldn't be able to find anywhere to play 
in a town like, say, Nashville.” 

Still, they've managed to kick out a fair 


amount of attention in Vancouver, where

ANOTHER SEMINAL 1980S “ALTERNATIVE” BAND 
reunites. A cash grab? Not likely. As the 
record company execs would put it, | 
don't hear a single. 

After a 15-year absence, releasing 
such an uncommercial recording smacks 
of the kind of cheeky perversity that 
Camper Van Beethoven fans of old will 
get off on (and which will leave everyone 
else scratching their heads). New Roman 
Times is no nostalgia trip. Of all things, 
it's a concept album, loosely based on the 
current US-led war, but the thin plot is 
practically superfluous. It's best to ignore 
it and just dig the music. 

Nothing here rivals their best work, but 
New Roman Timesis still plump with 
CVB’s characteristic skewed perspectives, 
voracious eclecticism and high-struttin’ 
musicianship. Prog-ethnic instrumentals 
and trippy tape experiments recall the 
band’s earliest years, while rockers such 
as “51-7” demonstrate that the thing 
Cracker lacked all along was a violin. 

If it’s their most wide-ranging and 
ambitious, record, though, it’s also their 
most self-indulgent, and they slip into 


bombast too often. It could have been a 
great 40-minute album—instead, it’s a 
flawed-if-fascinating 70-minute one.
